Tuesday is election day across the nation 
The work of the past three months on the 
part of candidates for various local, state 
and national offices w ill he laid on the line 
for judgment by the voters. Millions ot dol­ 
lars will have been spent by Tuesday to get 
a favorable decinion 
But on what will the voters he basing 
thejr decision. Many votes will be cast be­ 
cause an individual is identified as a cer­ 
tain type. The Minneapolis Morning Tribune 
made this interesting observation; 
' if a 
__ 
legislator 
doesn't 
be- 
long to a labor union 
or caucus with a labor 
bloc, 
he's 
denounced 
as anti-labor. Or if a 
politician 
doesn't join 
the 
parti.sans 
of 
‘right to work’ legislation, he is tagged as 
anti-business. 
*‘If he doesn’t line up soUdly with some 
farm group or veterans organization—in ef­ 
fect» give them the right to east his vote—• 
he’s called anti-farmer or anti-veteran. This 
trend, 
this 
demand 
of 
special interest 
groups—however high level their purposes 
may be—for all-or-nothing representation 
is dangerous to our two-party system and 
to democracy itself. 
“ If you w'ant to see where it can lead, 
look at what happened to France under 
the fourth republic when a melange of 
logrolling, horse-tradmg politicians repre­ 
senting special interests neglected national 
concerns and destroyed the republic.” 
★ 
The truth of those words could hardly 
be challenged, nor could they be more 
timely than the day before election, if 
there is to be any argument with them, 
it would be found in the insinuation that 
all-or-nothing representation is the result 
of the influence or desires of the special 
interest groups. 
This is true to a great degree hut it is 
to be expected. No one can condemn an 
organization for judging a candidate for 
office according to his vote on issues which 


affected it 
rather than on other unre­ 
lated subjects. But the practice of label­ 
ing a man in office aeeording to his vole 
on one or two issues Is more the rcsponsi- 
hillty of the candidates for office them­ 
selves. 


★ 
The candidate.s on the Republican side 
of the ledger are attempting to label ail 
Democrats as friends of the labor bosses 
and gang.sters. The .same candidates arc 
attempting to label all Democrats as reck­ 
less .spenders and .Socialists and as war­ 
mongers. 


On the other side, there is the Demo­ 
cratic effort to label all Bepubtieans as 
against the farmers, to class every iiO P 
candidate as a foe of the little man or 
small earner and an enemy of all forms 
of social welfare. To an extent, some of 
the generalizations may be true but it Is 
a mistake for a voter to east his ballot on 
such a basis. 


The voter should make every effort to 
a^ieriain 
the 
hone.sty 
and 
integrity 
of 
candidates and the qualities of leadership 
and thought they show. A voter has all 
but di.sfranehised him.self when he says 
that one party is ail one way and another 
party all the other. No 
one with average intel­ 
ligence 
would 
believe 
that all labor is bad or 
that a 11 
Hepubhcans 
hate farmers. There is no single area of leg­ 
islation in which all proposals are either 
good or bad. The intelligent voter will over­ 
look 
crude 
attempts 
to 
win support by 
tricky phrases, slogans and false labels. 


This voter will look at individual pro- 
gram.s for the state and national welfare 
and attempt to ascertain how the candi­ 
dates might vote on them. Voting on the 
basis of false generalities will only lead to 
more and more alignment of the parties in­ 
to camps of po.sUive opposites from which 
the general welfare will be made to suffer.

A Lot To Lose 


Making a good case for labor over the 


week end when he addressed the annual 
Lincoln labor banquet was A. ,1. Hayes, vice 
president of the AFI.-CK). Curiously enough, 
however, he fell into one trap in which he 
was seeking to place a few other people. 


He made an effort to explain labor’s cur­ 
rent troubles by stating that the ills of labor 
had been used by the press to cover up such 
failures on the part of the national adminis­ 
tration as the recession and the Sherman 
Adams episode. If this is the case, t h e 
press IS a big flop as neither the recession 
nor Adams was covered up. As a matter of 
fact, they were all over every front page 
for a long time, and still are from lime to 
lime. The press was even criticized in some 
quarters for hurting the economy by play­ 
ing up the recession theme. 
But, so much for that. Mr. Hayes had a 
great many other better points to make in 
behalf of labor. A lot of what he said was 
not new- but they are good things to refresh 
oneself on now and then. Particularly is 


this true of the over-all objectives of labor— 
to elevate the standard of living and dignity 
of the working man. And while it seems 
obvious to us, many people seem to forget 
that any organization the size of labor will 
have a few bad apples in it. 
He also made an important point when 
he pointed out that it was the guaranteed 
wage agreements, social security, unem­ 
ployment compensation and other such pro­ 
grams which maintained the purchasing 
power of millions of Americans during the 
recent recession and thus helped halt the 
decline oi our economy. His analysis of the 
tremendous increase in recent years in the 
margin of profit for management as com­ 
pared to the modest increase in wages and 
salaries also was thought-provoking. 
In their entirety, his remarks made it 
clear that we are sometimes far too quick 
with our condemnation. He made it known 
that It IS easy to lose a valuable asset mere­ 
ly by dwelling excessively on shortcomings 
rather than .seeking out and taking pride in 
the achievements. 


Triumph Over Public Works 


During a political campaign an adroit 
politician must be able to fashion an angel 
nut of an old stick and a few scraps of 
paper, plus possibly a borrowed handker­ 
chief, and there have bi'en quite a few of 
such produced in recent weeks. 
One that came unstuck too quickly was 
the pre-emption 
by 
Rep. 
Harrison and 
Senator Roman Hruska on the RE.-\ loan 
that will finally give Nebraska its 230 kilo­ 
volt transmission line from Fori; Randall. 
It was a timely piece of claiming, but it 
was too long a reach and it didiiT fool the 
several hundred thousand R EA and public 
power people. 
President Eisenhower’s speech writers 
let him in for an untenable position in hi.s 
explanation of his remedy for the rece.s- 
sion. In the first place it hasn't been clear­ 
ly demonstrated that the recession is over. 


There are still upword of four million un­ 


employed. 


But in Pitt.sburgh the President boasted 


that his administration fought down a tax 
cut and a large scale public works program 
and thus brought about recovery without 
mortgaging the American public’s pocket- 
book. 


The record fails to show any last stand 
by anyone in Uashinglon in behalf of the 
public pockelbook. 
The question was not 
non-spending, but rather for what purpose 
would the money be spent. 
The admin­ 
istration succeeded m diverting the stream 
of dollars from public works to defense. 
■And if the economy got a shot in the arm 
through the political services it is reflected 
in a new budget which is expected to run a 
delicil of $12 bi!hon~a most staggering sum. 


Nixon Is Troubled 


Newsmen noted a fretful edginess about 
Vice President Richard Nixon during his 
campaign sweep of the Middlewest. It broke 
out into the open at Minneapolis in curt re­ 
plies to the press and was evident again 
later in Wisconsin. 


it is doubtful that the vice president’s 
bad disposition was generated by his anxi­ 
eties over the late ol other Hepuhlican can­ 
didates. A professional politician learns to 
meet the disappointments of his colleagues 
With fortitude. 


Back of it all is perhaps the fact that 
while this is not a presidential year i! is 
one in which more than the usual number

'I'he case of Richard Nixon is more com­ 
plicated hut equally formidable. The as­ 
sumption that he is the .No. 1 GOP prospect 
must be based on political fact and that 
fact is that he must have both New York 
and California in his pocket. But the Cali­ 
fornia GOP IS divided and the vice presi- 
dent’.s recent visit to his home state was 
something less than successful in re.sloring 
unity. 
'I’he turn of events in New’ York is less 
encouraging. It is now an open secret that 
Nelson Rockefeller has his eye on the Repub­ 
lican GOP nomination 
The power of his 
wealth alone is a formidalile challenge to a 
working politician as is Nixon. .And now it 
is also an open secret that the influential 
Dewey organizalion is carrying the load for 
Rockefeller. 
What Dewey can do to Mr. Nixon’s aspira­ 
tions remains to be seen But Nixon i.s no 
doubt reflecting that the late Senator Roberf 
Taft was stopped cold by the Dewey or­ 
ganization three successive times, and if 
any one political force made Eisenhower it 
was the Dewey force. 


LOS A N G E L ES — Out of 
the confusion of campaign 
oratory, so much of it wildly 
irrelevant and often reckless­ 
ly irresponsible, 
two facts 
seem fairly clear. 
1, The vote will be largely 
an anti-vote; an expression 
of 
discontent and 
distrust 
with things as they are. While 
the reasons for this are many 
and varied they add up to a 
protest 
in 
some 
respects 
blind and unreasoning. If the 
Democrats interpret the out­ 
come as a vote of confidence 
they will be deluding them­ 
selves.

the reporter found it in a 
tour of a dozen midweslern 
and western states. The peo­

man. Unfortunately, If this 
approach is taken, the weight 
of the shielding beeoines so 
high that it is prohibitive In 
terms of payload. The type 
of shiedling involves the use 
of heavy atoms 
like 
lead, 
gold, 
piatimim, 
uranium, 
etc.. which are effective ra­ 
diation 
absorbers. A 
light 
materiai containing a great 
deal of hydrogen, 
like 
li­ 
quid hydrogen or water, can 
be used for niirlear radia­ 
tions like neutrons. 
However, in this case an­ 
other problem 
arises. The 
hydrogen rich materials will 
slow down the neutrons and 
make them 
more suscepti­ 
ble to capture by the body. 
The capture of these starts 
a reaction in which gamma 
radiations are emitted and 
heavy 
a t o m 
shields 
are 
needed to absorb the gamma 
rays. 
Thus it is likely that the 
fast 
neutrons 
may 
be 
ignored. Today, scienli.sts be­ 
lieve that fast neutrons pass­ 
ing through the 
body 
will 
create fewer ionizations than 
the secondary radiation and 
the danger may be smaller.

cent lead oxide. The suit, be­ 
ing ir.-iuie of cloth, would per­ 
mit flexibility. Hut as doc­ 
tors have 
di.((overe{] 
that 
certain parts 
of 
the 
body 
like the gonads, the .spleen, 
the breastbone, the neck, the 
eyes, etc., have a greater 
sensitivity 
to 
radiations, 
these areas would be covered 
by lead platelets. 
The third method of over­ 
coming radiation is a bio­ 
chemical one. Extreme in­ 
terest has been aroused re­ 
cently by the discovery that 
certain chemicals can af­ 
ford a type of protection to 
the body from radiations by 
ha.stening protein reproduc­ 
tion in the body. 


Biochemists 
have discov­ 
ered that certain chemicals 


in the body are more sensi­ 
tive to radiations than oth­ 
ers. For Instance, in the pro­ 
tein molecules of the body 
are found sulphur-hvdrogen 
moleeiiles which 
are dam­ 
aged first. Dr. Helvey sag- 
gests that by adding to the 
body some of this ehemiral 
in a sort of “ sink" we might 
expect the tolerance of Uie 
body to increase to radia­ 
tions. The trick here is to 
replenish 
those 
necessary 
chemicals in the cell which 
are damaged by the radia­ 
tions. 
Cystene — an amino acid 
- 
and therefore a buildiug 
block of the protein mole­ 
cule has been suggested as 
one chemical to increase tol­ 
erance. 
Other 
drugs 
may 
prove even more eitective. 
With the investigation of 
the basic problem of radia­ 
tion tolerance even betöre 
man attempts 
to 
get 
into 
space, scientists may have 
found the rm'ans to protect 
him.

This was evident in the 
groups that came to wel­ 
come President Eisenhower 
on this tour. They were the 
elite of the community, clad 
in mink and hearing oVchids, 
with no visible representa­ 
tion of large voter groups. 
What all this suggests is that 
the Republican party is dy­ 
ing from the top down, while 
in some areas at least the 
Democrats are building from 
the bottom up. 
One myth should be thor­ 
oughly exploded •— the myth 
that if a con.servative candi­ 
date turns out to rally con­ 
servatives he will enlist the 
crusading support of Repub­ 
licans who have felt they had 
no place to go.
